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1. Members of ths Brussels Federation of the Belgian Communist Party (BCP) are 
divided by a strong difference of opinion with respect to the amount of support 
which should be given to the French strikes. On 20 November 1048, in the 
presence of several Federal delegates, Leonard Hameiryk protested that Xevier 
Relcom and Albert van Loo, together with Eugenie Cosse and Auguste Adem, were — 
not vigorous enough in their support of the striking miners. Suzanne Gregoire 
rephied that the BCP should concentrate on Belgian affairs and that the success 
of the festival at Heysel was of rreatest importance to the BCP at presenta 
Relecom sevonaed and amplified theas statements. 


2. It was agread that certain provisions should be made for the care of the 
strikers’ children and for the collection of food and money in their bohalf. 
‘However, such a drastic measure as the sabotage of coal convoys to Frence was 
considered undesirable as BCP leagera are reluctant to involve their Party 
in serious trouble in aiding their French comrades.

The campaign was to begin in Schaerbeek on 
25 Nowember 1948 with the chalking of slogans on walls around the 
Schaerbeek and Josephnt stations. Thie task was to be carried out 
by Demessmackor, De Bischop, Plehisrs, Gulase, Haest, Verbist, 
iauwerier and Snoors. 
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A program was adopted to raise money for the purchase of canned 
milk, sugar ond meat spreads for the French strikers. Contribution 
cards costing five francs wore to fo on sale in stores, factorias 
and ministries. Contributions were also to be ecllected from the 
audience of the Theatre Lon Village since permission had been given 
by the management, but no further effort was to be made in other 
theaters because of the recent failure of such collections under 
taken for the benefit of political: prisoners. 


It was announced that 120 children had arrived from Prance ond were 
to be cared for until the end of the strike. 


It was reported that the Federation desired special effort in
